The average daily ration 
for the Japaviese consista of 350 grams of rice, 350 grams of bead, and 
aporopriete quantities of fish or meet, tea, sugar, and fate. Since a 

xatioe of only one guard te every fifty prisoners is mintained, the 
Japanese are allowed conaiderable selif-nduinistration. Tn addition te 
thelr ordinary work, the Japanese Pie are subjected to raguler political 
iustruction periods. Generally, Ps in the Kemovove canps are beticr 
treated and better fed than political prigoners in the internment CARPE » 


4n internment camp of some 2,000 men, women, and children--all so~called 
"Viassovites"® - is attached to the local, collieries where the internees work, 
in this camp a ratio of one RVD guard to every three prisoners is the rule. 
(Field Comments Viasgovite® is the current generic term for all political 
internees, just as *"Trotskyite’ wis ten years ago.) . 
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
